A Vermont farmer says: "Cows giving 


milk and growing stock require some vari- 
ation In tbe'qualuy of the food. Contrary 
lo the belief of *«me, roots should not be 
f td with straw or poor hay, aa they are too 
much alikei In composition: 
Feed Ihe 


roots with clover] or good hay, and give 
the more coneentjrated food with tbe straw 
It requires more skill to be successful In 
feeding poor than rich ki nds of food. Corn 
fodder may be made more palatable for 
stock by being preserved in- a silo, but 
nothing is added to tbo nutritive qualities. 
Sheep require a, greater proportion of 
/ood according to weight than cattle, as 
also will tbe smlaller animals, as there 
Is the greatest [loss of heat In tbe last 
Corn meal and wheat bran mixed tor the
